THJB NEXT CONGBK88. 


Chairman Babcoca of the Repalican 


Congressional Committee is not so 
sanguine of electing a majority of the 
next Houae of Representatives as some 
members of the party who know much 
less of the situation. In an interview 
with the Waehington correspondent 
of the Chicago Tribune he says: 


At present 
there are 
twenty-five 


States that have been apportioned by 
the Democrats and eleven by the Re- 
publicans. The others elect at large, 
having only one or two members each. 
The vote that elected Harrison Presi- 
dent in 188X, gare the Republicans only 
throe majority in the House, and the 
same vote to-day would give the Dem- 
ocrats twelve majority. 


The Democrats have 120 members 


and the Republicans seven from the 
South. 
The Democrats have 99 mem- 


bers and the Republicans 120 from the 
North. 
To Hecurp a majority the Re- 


publicans must elect 173 members out 
of 229 districts or 75 per cent of the 
members iu the twenty-eight Eastern, 
Western and No/th.-rn States. 


Chairman Babcock believes that the 


control of the next Congress will prac- 
tically determine the Presidential elec- 
tion in 1890. 
He thinks there is a 


strong probability that neither of the 
old parties will have a majority of the 
Presidential electors. 
This will throw 


the election into the House. In that 
case Nevada, Idaho, Montana, Colorado, 
Washington and Wyoming will have 
as much voice in electing the Presi- 
dents as New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
and Illinois. Each State will have but 
one vote and a majority of the States 
elect the President. 


This shows the importance of elect- 


ing 
UTAH who are unequivocally in fa- 


vor of free coinage to the next Con- 
gress. 
It 
is very improbable that 


either of the old parties will control a 
majority of the States in the House of 
Representatives, and with free coinage 
men holding the balance of power, the 
election of a President favorable to 
silver would be almost assured. With 
such possibilities 
the absurdity of 


electing a Congressman from Nevada 
who would be bound by a caucus dom- 
inated by Roed, Barrows & Co., must 
be apparent to every intelligent person 
in the State. 
Nevada should have a 


Congressman who will take advantage 
of every opportunity that offers itself 
to furthwr the cause of free coinage in- 
dependent of the decrees of Repub- 
lican and Democratic caucuses, and 
regardless of consequences to those 
parties.

gives an idea of the paralyzing effect of 
ihe demonetization of silver and the 
determination of the gold trust to pre- 
vent the Government coining or issu- 
ing money.

Senator Morrill Speaks on the Tariff— 


The

Whole. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—In the Sen- 


ate Senator Caffrey of Kentucky, de- 
nied that he was an obstructionist and 
not in harmony with his party. He 
should, he said, actively support and 
vote for the Tariff bill as amended by 
the Senate Finance Committee. 


Commander E. W. Dickens, U. S. 


Navy, who attended the Duke of Vera- 
gua as a representative of the nation 
when that nobleman visited the World's 
Fair, was granted permission to accept 
the Cross of Naval Merit of the third 
class from the King of Spain. 


Senator Peffer's resolution for a se- 


lect committee to receive petitions 
from Coxey went over for a day. 


Senator Gallinger of New Hampshire 


gave notice that he would speak on the 
tariff on Friday, and Senator Palmer 
will speak on Tuesday. 


The venerableJSenator Morrill of Ver- 


mont, who recently celebrated his 81th 
birthday and who is the Nestor of the 
Senate, was recognized and was ac- 
corded more respectful attention than 
has fallen to the lot of most speakers 
on the tariff question. In spite of his 
advanced age he spoke clearly, though 
evidently suffering somewhat from a 
cold. 


In the House before the journal was 


approved, Burrows called attention to 
the fact that Wheeler (Ala.,) who spoke 
exactly one minute on the new quorum 
counting rule, had printed in the Rec- 
ord, contrary to an expressed provision 
of the House, a speech which occupied 
four columns. 
As Wheeler was not 


present it was decided to allow the 
matter to go over until he could speak 
for himself. 


Dunphy of New York asked unani- 


mous consent for consideration of the 
New York and New Jersey bill. 


Kilgore of Texas stated rather sar- 


castically that as the house now had 
rules by which it could transact busi- 
ness, he could not agree to any request 
for unanimous consent, and demanded 
the regular order, which was equiva- 
lent to an objection. 


After a call on committees for re- 


ports the House went into the Commit- 
tee of the Whole, for further consider- 
ation of the Consular and Diplomatic 
Appropriation bill. 


BKKCKKNRIDOJB IN CONGRESS. 


I'etltioiiH Constantly Received Asking 


for Ills Expulsion, 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—The feeling 


among the leading members of the 
House of Representatives is that no 
action could be taken concerning the 
Breckenridge scandal, although one of 
the* best lawyers in the House said that 
the Constitution gave ample authority. 
Precedents cited, however, deal almost 
exclusively with offenses of a persona] 
nature committed on the floor of the 
House, as, for instance, in the case of 
Brooks, who was expelled for assault- 
ing Charles Sumnerwith a cane. There 
appears to be a lack of precedents in 
offenses committed outside of Con- 
gress. 
Some of the members inter- 


viewed declare that no action can be 
taken on the numerous petitions which 
are said to bo ou their way to the House 
demanding the expulsion of Brecken- 
ridge. These members affirmed that 
Breclignridge was only answerable to 
his constituents, but the burden of 
Congressional opinion is against this 
view, though it is pretty generally ad 
mitted that no action on the petitions 
will be taken further than allowing 
them all to be read.

What I*rofej*rtor f-'alb says About it. 


(S. F. Examiner.) 


The records indicate that people 


have been looking for the end of the 
worid at intervals ever since the world 
began, and predictions of this character 
generally receive very limited credence, 
but 'vbeu a scientific man of the charac- 
ter of Professor lindolph Falb, of 
Vienna, makes a prophecy of this sort 
it id at least worth thinking about. 
Professor Falb has a reputation all 
over Europe for his meteorological 
knowledge and particularly for his 
extraordinary 
familiarity with 
the 


habits and customs of earthquakes. 


His predictions of these seismatic 


disturbances have been remarkably 
fulfilled. 
His prediction of the great 


earthquake at Zante last year was pub- 
lished in the press dispatches all over 
the country the day before the earth- 
quake occurred. Another examples of 
his accurate foreknowledge on this 
subject is shown in the fact that on 
March HI, 1893, he wrote to tho Tourist 
Club of Vienna accepting an invitation 
to lecture about 
earthquakes, but 


added that ho would like to defer the 
lecture until after May 13, as an earth- 
luake would occur by that tizne, which 
,vould aid him in giving them enlight- 
enment. As a matter of fact an earth- 
quake occurred April 8th, and was felt 
ill over southern Hungary. Professor 


lb'ri prophecies go back over a num- 


ber of years, have usually been made 
from nine to twelve months in advance 
and have in almost every instance been 
correct. 


Now, 
however, the professor's pro- 


phetic eye has shot across a space of 
five years, and he says that November 
13, 1899, the erratic wanderer known to 
astronomers as the comet of 1866, will 
reappear and collide with our globe; 
then "the fireworks" and—darkness. 


By way of preliminary to the main 


event, however, it may be mentioned 
:,hat, according to the programme, New 
York is to disappear under a tidal 
wave next July or August, while Flor- 
ida and California will probably be- 


ome islands as the result of a subma- 


rine earthquake. 


The most unpleasant nature about 
hese prophecies is, as already inti- 
mated, the fact that they are not pro- 
phecies at all, strictly speaking, but 
scientific predictions based upon scien- 
tific investigations into mundane an- 
atomy. To put his theories in as sim- 
ple a fashion as possible, it may be 
said that Professor Falb believes first 
of all that the deep down interior 
of the earth is filled with a molten 
mass which is subject to ebb and flow 
just like the waters of the ocean. 


Between the earth and this molten 


shoel, which is gradually cooling, there 
is only a shell of an average of eighteen 
miles in thickness, upon which we 
mortals live and love and die. In 
some places the earth's crust is thicker 
than in others. Where it is thinnest 
the confined, terrible forces of the 
under world, chiefly in the form of gas, 
seek constantly to escape, and when 
he pressure of the atmosphere around 
the earth is lowest the gas finds an 
outlet, usually in well defined districts, 
generally through the volcanic vent- 
aoles. 


But beyond the constant pressure of 


gas, Professor Falb has the theory that 
the sheolic molten mass beneath us is 
subject to the influence of the moon, 
which produces waves, and occasion- 
illy great tidal waves, which sweep 
round the inner crast of the world 
with terrific force, shaking the earth in 
its passage. Professor Falb publishes 
every year a list of the days on which 


expects seismic convulsions. These 


he calls "critical days," and these days 
are those when the moon approaches 
lose to the earth. The critical days 
given by Professor Falb for 1894 are 
stated in the order of maximum dis- 
turbances as follows: August 30th, 
September 29th, February 20tb, March 
21st, 
August 1st, April 6th, January 


21st, May 5th and October 28th. Thus 
the most serious disturbance may be 
looked for August 30th, and the slight- 
est October 28th. 


In connection with the great scien- 


;ifie contest between mother earth and 
;he comet which, to use a phrase cur- 
rent in scientific circles, is to be "pull- 
ed off " in 1899, it is recalled that Jan- 
uary 14, 616, ten people were killed in 
Dhina by the fall of a meteor. In the 
year 823 thirty-five villages in Saxony 
were destroyed by the fall of a meteor, 
and many men ani animals were killed. 
September 4., 1511, one man and four 
animals 
were destroyed 
by falling 


meteors near Crema. November 4, 
1794, a meteor struck the mast of a 
ship that was crossing the Atlantic, 
killing five seamen. Each of these 
cases may be regarded as the fall of a 
small comet upon our world. 


It is a comfort to know that some 


Vienna scientists believe the comet is 
going to get the worst of it, and point 
to the fact that the comet Lexell, when 
it went too near to Jupiter, was thrown 
off its course and sent flying out of our 
planetary system.

FISHING FOft FLYING 


An Interest luff Operation Wliich Require* 


GentleneM and Absolute Silence, 


Barbados, situated in the heart of the 


northeaBt trades, is one of the favorite 
batmts of the flying fish. Its steep shore 
lines afford the blue depths which the 
flying fish loves and permit it to range 
very near to land. 
Thus the fishermen 


rarely go more than 10 or 12 miles from 
home. 
When thia industry was first 


commenced by the Barbadians, or what 
led to its establishment, I have been un- 
able to discover, but it certainly has 
been for many years the mainstay of a 
large part of the population and the 
source -whence tho most popular food 
known on the island is derived. There 
are about 200 boats engaged in the fish- 
ery. 
They are painted a light blue, as 


nearly approaching the hue of the sea 
as may be, and every care is taken to 
make them noiseless. 
The fleet leaves tho "can ash" (harbor) 


before daybreak, each skipper taking 
his own bearings and making for the 
spot which he thinks will famish the 
best results. As the gorgeous tropical 
dawn awakes the boats' peaks are droop- 
ed, luffs of sails are hauled up, and 
the fishermen get to business. The 
tackle used is of the simplest kind. A 
wooden hoop 3 feet in diameter, to 
which is attached a shallow net with 
inch meshes ; a bucketful of — well, not to 
put too fine a point on it— stinking fish, 
a few good lines and hooks and a set of 
grains form the complete layout. The 
fishermen are of all shades, from a deep 
rich ebony up by fine gradations to the 
cadaverous white so common on the is- 
land. 
Their simple fishing costume is 


usually one solo garment — the humble 
flour or potato sack of commerce, with 
holes cat in the bottom and sides, 
through which to thrust head and arms. 


As soon as the boat is hove to and her 


way stopped the usual exuberant spirits 
and hilarious laughter are put and kept 
under strong restraint, for n single 
sound will often scare away all fish in 
the vicinity, and no more be seen that 
day. 
The fisherman leans far over the 


boat's side, holding the hoop diagonally 
in one hand. The other hand, holding 
one of the malodorous fish before men- 
tioned, is dipped into the sea and the 
bait squeezed into minute fragments. 
This answers a double purpose — it at- 
tracts the fish, and the exuding oil 
forms a "sleek," or glassy, surface all 
around, through which one can see to a 
great depth. Presently sundry black 
specks appear far down, they grow lar- 
ger and more numerous, and the motion- 
less black man hanging over the gun- 
wale scarcely breathes. 
As soon as a 


Bufficient number are gathered he gen- 
tly sweeps the net downward and toward 
the boat withal, bringing it to the sur- 
face by drawing it up against the side. 
Often it will contain as many fish as a 
man can lift, but so quietly and swift 
is the operation performed that the 
school are not startled, and it very often 
happens that a boat is filled — that is, 
7,000 or 8,000 fish— from one school. 
More frequently, however, the slightest 
noise, a passing shadow, will alarm the 
Bchool, there is a flash of silvery light, 
and the water is clear, not a speck to 
be seen. Sometimes the fleet will re- 
turn with not 1,000 fish among them, 
—Chambers' Journal.
